if d eman d s fo r release o f im ­ 
p riso n ed Palestin ian s were no t 
met. 
The hijackers, an gered at a 
false Tu n isian go v ern men t re­ 
p o rt that 13 Palestin ian p riso n ­ 
ers had been flo wn in fro m 
Cairo to meet o ne o f their d e­ 
man d s, sho t the ho stage in the 
o p en d o o r o f the p lan e an d let 
the bo d y d ro p to the gro u n d . 
The Tu n isian news agen cy 
later id en tified the d ead ho s­ 
tage as Wern er Gu stav Kehl, 
43, a German citizen wo rking 
as d irecto r o f a bank in Zu rich.

Habib Chatti to ld an airp o rt 
news co n feren ce he was callin g 
an u rgen t meetin g o f am bassa­ 
d o rs o f the United States an d 
Western Eu ro p ean co u n tries to 
ask their help in sav in g the 
liv es o f the ho stages.

men t. The Cu shman girl at­ 
temp ted to p u ll the car back o n ­ 
to the ro ad when she lo st co n ­ 
tro l, swerv ed o v er the cen ter- 
lin e, then came back to the 
right sid e o f the ro ad and ro lled 
o v er twice thro u gh a d itch and 
a field . Miss Cu shman was 
thro wn fro m the car and p inned 
u n d er the rear ax le.

The v o ices o f d o o m co me at u s 
fro m all sid es: Do u ble-d igit infla­ 
tio n ! Oil sho rtages! Fo o d sho rtages! 
Unemp lo y ment rising! Real o u tp u t 
falling! 
One canno t escap e the 
d reary , and scary , head lines d o mi­ 
nating the med ia. And wo rst o f all is 
the nagging fear that there is really 
no answer, that the v o ices o f d o o m 
may be right and p anic is ind eed ju s­ 
tified . 
The answer is no !—IF we lo o k at 
the v ario u s scare figu res in p ersp ec­ 
tiv e and at the same time reco gnize 
that there is tru th in the o ld ad age 
that we canno t hav e o u r cake and 
eat it to o . 
First, co nsid er the fact that real 
o u tp u t no t o nly increased v ery slu g­ 
gishly all o f last y ear bu t actu ally 
tu rned d o wn near the end o f 197 3. If 
we lo o k o nly at the mo st recent p ast, 
there seems to be cau se fo r alarm. 
Bu t we mu st remember that fro m 
. 1961 thro u gh 197 2, with o nly a sho rt 
p au se d u ring the 1970 recessio n, real 
o u tp u t grew at a rate well abo v e that 
which an ad v anced eco no my can be 
ex p ected to su stain—three to fo u r 
p er cent p er y ear. Therefo re, a tem­ 
p o rary slo wing o r ev en a fall in real 
o u tp u t has been d u e fo r so me time. 
This has hap p ened befo re and it will 
hap p en again. It d o es no t mean the 
end o f the wo rld ; it d o es no t mean 
ano ther 1929. It means o nly that 
when the gro wth rate has been 
abo v e av erage fo r a while, then it is 
go ing to be belo w av erage fo r a 
while (that is what av erage m eans); 
and this is a techno lo gical, no t an 
“eco no mic” o r “p o litical“ av erage. 
Bu t if real o u tp u t is d o wn (which 
d o es ex p lain a rise in u nemp lo y ­ 
ment), why d o p rices co ntinu e to 
climb? Co u ld n’t we reaso n that a 
d ro p in o u tp u t means a d ro p in in­ 
co me and hence lo wer to tal d emand , 
thu s taking so me p ressu re o ff p ric­ 
es? Ord inarily we co u ld . Bu t let’s go 
back a bit. Co nsu mer p rices hav e 
been rising fo r 15 y ears—y es, 15 
y ears! Mo re sp ecifically , the rate o f 
increase in co nsu mer p rices started 
to sp eed u p in the mid -six ties when 
we were p o u ring reso u rces into Viet- 
;nam and elsew here, try ing to 
achiev e a “Great So ciety ’’ at ho me, 
and p retend ing all the while that 
su ch large scale transfers to the 
p u blic secto r co u ld be mad e witho u t 
any sacrifices in the p riv ate secto r 
at all. 
The p lain u np leasant tru th is that 
if go v ernment is go ing to take a 
larger share o f o u tp u t, then so me 
o ther secto r mu st take a smaller 
share. If the transfer is no t mad e ex ­ 


p licitly v ia tax es, it will be mad e im­ 
p licitly v ia p rice inflatio n. Why 
d id n’t we no tice it so o ner? Fo r two 
reaso ns: Real o u tp u t was rising at 
an abo v e av erage rate; and the 
mo ney su p p ly was also rising rap id ­ 
ly , eno u gh so that mo ney inco me 
was rising faster than the p rice lev el 
and hence mo st p eo p le kep t ahead o f 
the game. Bu t this situ atio n co u ld 
co ntinu e o nly so lo ng as real o u tp u t 
ro se at an abo v e av erage rate and 
this it co u ld no t d o fo rev er. 
It is tru e that the Fed eral Re­ 
serv e tried to slo w d o wn the increase 
in the mo ney su p p ly , and hence in 
the p rice lev el, sev eral times. Bu t 
each time the p ressu re generated by 
the su bseq u ent slo w-d o wn in o u tp u t 
and increase in u nemp lo y ment—as 
well as go v ernment d eficit financing 
need s—were to o great, the mo ney 
su p p ly was again rap id ly increased . 
Thu s p rev io u s p rice increases were 
“ratified ” and new increases ap ­ 
p eared . Wage and p rice co ntro ls 
were d o o med to failu re fro m the 
start since they were merely a tem­ 
p o rary lid which d id no t get at the 
real p ro blem: a mo ney su p p ly gro w­ 
ing faster than real o u tp u t. 
The inev itable slo wing d o wn o f 
the u nsu stainably high rate o f 
gro wth in real o u tp u t is co mp licated 
by two ad d itio nal facto rs: the genu ­ 
ine “sho rtage” o f lo w p rice Mid d le- 
Eastern o il, and a wo rld wid e sho rt­ 
age o f fo o d d u e to sev eral bad harv ­ 
ests. Witho u t these two facto rs, the 
rate o f p rice increase wo u ld hav e 
been mu ch lo wer than the cu rrent 
rate o f nearly 12 p er cent, tho u gh it 
wo u ld hav e been higher than the 
three to fiv e p er cent lev el we were 
able to igno re in the p ast. Bu t the 
eco no my can and will grad u ally ad ­ 
ju st to the changed situ atio n in o il 
su p p ly , and bad harv ests are an u n­ 
p leasant bu t o bv io u sly temp o rary 
p heno meno n. 
Inflatio n can be co ntro lled . A 
firm rein o n the mo ney su p p ly , re­ 
strained go v ernment sp end ing o n 
new p ro jects (o bv io u sly u nemp lo y ­ 
ment benefits mu st be maintained ) 
and a little p atience sho u ld see u s 
thro u gh the p ainfu l read ju stment 
and rebalancing o f o u r eco no my . 
The real d anger is p anic, the kind 
o f p anic generated by scare head ­ 
lines and p ro p hets o f d o o m, which 
can cau se the Co ngress to su ccu mb 
to the p ressu res o f labo r u nio ns, 
sto ck bro kers, the au to ind u stry , and 
ev ery o ther sp ecial interest gro u p to 
switch to stimu lato ry fiscal p o licy : 
mo re d eficit sp end ing which the 
Fed eral Reserv e mu st then finance. 
This is the real d anger.

We Americans hav e a p ecu liar 
q u irk o f natio nal p erso nality that 
imp els u s to blame so mebo d y else 
fo r the tro u bles we bring o n o u r­ 
selv es. By lo o king fo r scap ego ats, 
we d iv ert o u r attentio n fro m the ro o t 
cau ses o f o u r p ro blems. We are cu r­ 
rently in a hassle with the Tu rkish 
go v ernment, try ing to sto p the Tu rk­ 
ish farmers fro m d ebau ching o u r 
y o u ng p eo p le by gro wing p o p p ies. 
This is ju st ano ther ex amp le o f o u r 
relu ctance to accep t the resp o nsibil­ 
ity fo r the co nseq u ences o f o u r o wn 
misbehav io r. 
Ou r crazy d riv ers careen alo ng 
o n freeway s and su p erhighway s, 
crashing into each o ther, smashing 
into u ny ield ing p o sts and abu tments, 
"lo sing co ntro l o f the v ehicle,” and 
ro lling their cars into twisted balls o f 
metal and meat. To red u ce the car­ 
nage cau sed by the o p erato rs, we 
d emand that Detro it bu ild safer 
cars. Bu t it is imp o ssible fo r au to ­ 
makers to make a car that can with­ 
stand the crazy d riv ing o f a fo o l. We 
mu st wo rk o n the d riv ers, no t the 
cars! 
Ou r v io lence-p ro ne citizens kill 
each o ther by the tho u sand s with a 
v ariety o f weap o ns. To stem the 
blo o d -tid e, we enact laws that inhibit 
the p u rchase and p o ssessio n o f 
hand gu ns by law-abid ing citizens 
while criminals, p ro fessio nal and 
amageu r, go right o n killing in blithe 
d isregard o f tho se laws. We mu st 
wo rk o n the p eo p le who kill o r maim 
o thers, no t o n the weap o ns thev u se! 


We sho u ld hav e taken the ad v ice 
o f o u r military men, kno cked o u t the 
No rth Vietnam aggresso r’s ability to 
wage war by cu tting o ff his su p p lies, 
d estro y ing his p o rts, railro ad s and 
facto ries. We co u ld hav e wo n the 
war in six mo nths at any time d u ring 
the 10y ears. Bu t we d id n’t face u p to 
the real cau se o f the war and d eal 
with it fo rthrightly . 
An ex amp le o f o u r failu re to face 
u p to facts is o u r metho d o f d ealing 
with the traffic in d angero u s d ru gs 
Ou r p eo p le, fro m y o u ng ad u lts d o wn 
to p re-teen-agers, ru in their irre­ 
p laceable bo d ies with d ru gs o f p rcu 
gressiv e v iru lence, in search o f 
thrills, in rebellio n, to fo llo w the 
lead er, and “ju st fo r the hell o f it. 
We ex p ress ho rro r at su ch d ebau ch­ 
ery and d eclare war o n natio nal and 
internatio nal p u shers, bu t we p ay 
o nly su p erficial attentio n to ho w and 
why the child ren were d ebau ched in 
the first p lace. 
Of all the so u rces o f hard d ru gs, 
we p ick o u t Tu rkey and p ay that na­ 
tio n’s farmers millio ns o f d o llars no t 
to gro w p o p p ies. Bu t we igno re o ne 
simp le, basic tru th that wo u ld so lv e 
the p ro blem co nclu siv ely and p er­ 
manently : if p eo p le d id n’t u se the 
d ru gs, there wo u ld no t be any d ru g 
traffic. 
We o u ght to be facing u p to the 
o bv io u s fact that we mu st d eal with 
the ad d icts and p o tential ad d icts if 
we want to wip e o u t the sco u rge. 
One p ro gram, d ifficu lt bu t no t 
imp o ssible, wo u ld so lv e this d is­ 
tressing p ro blem: Req u ire p arents 
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" Yo u ’ve g o t to h elp me, Do c! Sh o u ld I n o t b u y a n ew 
car an d h elp wh ip in flatio n , o r b u y a n ew car an d h elp 
wh ip recessio n ? "

The au to mo bile ind u stry is no t in 
a recessio n, said a United Au to 
Wo rkers o fficial the o ther d ay . “It’s 
in a d ep ressio n.” 
The remark came o n the heels o f 
the lay o ff o f 22,525 Chry sler em­ 
p lo y es and befo re the anno u ncement 
by General Mo to rs that it was clo s­ 
ing three small car assembly p lants. 
TTie ind u stry -wid e to tal o f tem p o rar­ 
ily o r p ermanently id led wo rkers 
has p assed 7 0,000 and co ntinu es to 
climb. 
If the rip p le effects o f slashed au ­ 
to mo bile p ro d u ctio n hav e no t y et d e­ 
v elo p ed into a tid e sweep ing thro u gh 
the eco no my —o ne o f ev ery sev en 
jo bs is co nnected with the fo rtu nes o f 
the au to ind u stry in so me way —and 
if p anic has no t set in amo ng the u n­ 
emp lo y ed wo rkers and the co mmu ­ 
nities d ep end ent u p o n the au to co m­ 
p anies’ p ay ro lls, the majo r reaso n is 
a sy stem o f co mp any -p aid su p p le­ 
m ental u nem p lo y m ent benefits 
(SUB) wo n by the UAW back in the 
1950s 
Co mbined with state u nemp lo y ­ 
ment co mp ensatio n, SUB can giv e 
an ex p erienced wo rker u p to 95 p er 
' 
cent o f his no rmal after tax inco me 
fo r u p to a y ear. Fo r wo rkers laid o ff 
since au to mo bile sales began no se­ 
d iv ing last winter, this has meant— 
so far- the d ifference between d iffi­ 
cu lt times and real tro u ble, and fo r 
the co u ntry —so far- the d ifference 
between a recessio n and a fu ll-scale 
d ep ressio n. 
What is beco ming cau se fo r co n­ 
cern, ho wev er, is the fact that nearly 
half the cu rrently u nemp lo y ed in the 
au to ind u stry hav e alread y been o ff 
the jo b fo r so me time, so me were 
laid o ff as lo ng ago as last Janu ary . 
These wo rkers are nearing the end 
o f their sp ecial lay o ff benefits, as 
v well as state u nemp lo y ment.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- A few 
d ay s ago , I receiv ed a p ho ne call 
fro m a friend who is p resid ent o f a 
small high-techno lo gy firm, the ty p e 
eco no mists say mu st be enco u raged 
if we are to meet increasing wo rld ­ 
wid e co mp etitio n and keep this na­ 
tio n’s head financially abo v e water. 
My friend sho u ld hav e been hap ­ 
p y . Sales are bo o ming. He has mo re 
bu siness than he can hand le. Pro ­ 
sp ects fo r nex t y ear lo o k ev en bet­ 
ter. Bu y ers fro m this co u ntry and 
abro ad are beating a p ath to his d o o r 
and he has been able to secu re the 
wo rking cap ital he need s at fairly 
reaso nable rates 
Bu t this small 
manu factu rer 
fears he may go bro ke any mo nth 
and there’s abso lu tely no thing he 
can d o to gu ard against su ch a ca­ 
lamity . If he were the nerv o u s ty p e, 
he wo u ld hav e a breakd o wn. 
The p ro blem is that, as with 
many firms which d o bu siness with 
the go v ernment o r who se ex p o rts 
mu st be o kay ed , the co mp any mu st 
d eal with bu reau crats the firm ’s o f­ 
ficers d o no t kno w o r ev en see and 
who se o p erating metho d s are hid ­ 
d en, The stand ard s these o fficials 
set and the criteria by which they 
reach their d ecisio ns are u nkno wn. 
This p articu lar ex ecu tiv e liv es in 
fear that o ne o f these faceless bu ­ 
reau crats will lo se an ap p licatio n 
and he wo n’t kno w it. They ’v e so me­ 
times been mislaid fo r weeks Offi­ 
cials ex p lained the d elay by rep o rt­ 
ing that the d ecisio n o n his case was 
su ch an ago nizing o ne, it co u ld no t be 
hu rried . It was o nly by accid ent he 
learned that, in reality , no o ne co u ld 
find the p ap ers. 
My friend wo rries ev en mo re that 
so me mino r o fficial in the back 
ro o ms o f the v ast State Dep artment 
will make an arbitrary d ecisio n 
based o n a triv iality , o r that so me 
co mp etito r will get to o ne o f the links 
in the chain o f ap p ro v als each ap p li­ 
catio n mu sty so thro u gh. Fo r a small 


firm, su ch as the o ne we are d ealing 
with here, this co u ld mean ru in. It 
wo u ld take weeks to track d o wn who 
blackballed the actio n since, fro m 
week to week and mo nth to mo nth, 
behind -the-scenes o fficials change. 
So many bu reau crats are in the 
chain o f d ecisio n that tracking p a­ 
p ers thro u gh the laby rinth takes an 
artist. Ev en then, it co u ld take 
weeks mo re to learn why a d ecisio n 
was negativ e. My friend , and o thers 
in like p o sitio ns, hav e fo u nd the mid ­ 
d le-lev el bu reau cracy awash with 
“co v er” sto ries so p lau sible it is al­ 
mo st imp o ssible to find the actu al 
ratio nale fo r any p articu lar d eci­ 
sio n, esp ecially o ne that is chal­ 
lenged . 


Bu t su p p o se my friend p ersists 
and brings his case to whatev er tri­ 
bu nals hear ap p eals Where these 
co u rts are, who co mp o ses them, and 
ho w they o p erate is also so mething 
o f a my stery to mo st bu sinessmen 
who mu st d eal with the go v ernment. 
As freq u ently as no t, there is no ap ­ 
p eal, ex cep t to the men who make 
the d ecisio n o r to their su p erio rs. 
Su p p o se, ho wev er, my friend 
waits fo r his d ay in co u rt, p resents 
his case, wins, then waits fo r the in­ 
ev itable go v ernment ap p eals? By 
this time, win o r lo se, he will hav e 
ex p end ed so mu ch time and mo ney 
and lo st so mu ch bu siness that he 
may as well clo se sho p . 
If this were an iso lated case, this 
ex amp le wo u ld hav e little meaning. 
Alas, in talking with o ne bu siness­ 
man o r ano ther who mu st d eal with 
the go v ernment, the sto ry is the 
same. The p resid ent o f o ne o f this 
co u ntry ’s larger co m p anies say s 
that he mu st d eal regu larly with 26 
o fficials o n ju st o ne asp ect o f his 
bu siness. Ap p arently no ne o f them 
has any au tho rity and that mu ch o f 
the time, they d o no t agree with each 
o ther o n what his co mp any can o r 
sho u ld d o . No wo nd er there is stag­ 
flatio n. 


to superv ise and instru ct their chil- 
dren so carefu lly and tho ro u ghly 
hat thev Will no t beco me ad d icts 
So meho w, p arents mu st be tau ght 
that it is shamefu l to let child ren be- 
co me ad d icts! 


As it seems to me, there is no t the 
slightest chance that any o ther ap ­ 
p ro ach to this p ro blem can be su c­ 
cessfu l We co u ld p ay twice the su b­ 
sid y to Tu rkish farmers no t to gro w 
p o p p ies, bu t o p iu m and its d eriv a­ 
tiv es wo u ld still co me into the United 
States We co u ld keep o n arresting 
p u shers, bu t fo r ev ery o ne eliminat­ 
ed two mo re will ap p ear, as lo ng as 
there are cash cu sto mers fo r the 
p ro d u ct. We can p u t all the Mafia in 
jail bu t the hero in emp ires will still 
fu nctio n, d irected by new p u shers 
still free to go their gho u lish way . As 
lo ng as there are ad d icts to bu y what 
the p u sher sells, there will be a 
flo u rishing bu siness fo r su ch m er­ 
chants o f misery . 
Only by eliminating the p eo p le 
who bu y and u se d ru gs—the ad - 
d icts—can this frightfu l p lagu e be 
sto p p ed . Once the p u rchaser be­ 
co mes no nex istent, the p ro d u cers 
and p u shers co u ld hav e to ns o f the 
fo u l stu ff av ailable o n ev ery street 
co mer, bu t they canno t sell it with­ 
o u t cu sto mers. 
We might as well get o ff the back 
o f the “Terrible Tu rk” and get o n 
the back o f the ad d ict and his p ar­ 
ents. There is where we shall find 
bo th the cau se and the so lu tio n to o u r 
d ru g p ro blem.

lbe so -called generatio n gap is 
mu ch o v errated . 
So say s Gisela Ko no p ka, p ro fes­ 
so r o f so cial wo rk at the Univ ersity 
o f Minneso ta and d irecto r o f the u ni­ 
v ersity ’s Center fo r Yo u th Dev elo p ­ 
ment and Research. 


The barriers that d o ex ist be­ 
tween y o u ng and o ld are p rimarily 
artificial, she argu es, and fear is the 
main reaso n fo r their ex istence. 
There is fear o f the u nkno wn and 
fear o f change, aid ed and abetted by 
the rep etitio n o f catch p hrases like 
“generatio n gap ,” “breakd o wn o f 
the family ,” “fu tu re sho ck” and 
“p ermissiv eness.” 


Families to d ay may actu ally be 
mo v ing to ward clo ser relatio nship s 
as they beco me mo re d emo cratic, 
she thinks. Fast and easy transp o r­ 
tatio n and co mmu nicatio n allo w 
p hy sically sep arated families to get 
to gether o ften. Rather than d estro y ­ 
ing the family , increased mo bility 
may be recreating the p attern o f the 
neighbo rho o d family . 


The new family relatio nship is 
no t “p ermissiv e” in the sense that 
o ne can alway s d o what o ne wants. 
Rather, it means that ad u lts mu st 
co nscio u sly share their v alu e sy s­ 
tems with the y o u ng and ex p ect 
challenging and q u estio ning. Yo u ng 
p eo p le in tu rn hav e to think thro u gh 
their v alu e sy stems. 
“We canno t alway s bu ild agree­ 
ment,’ say s Pro f. Ko no p ka, “ bu t we 
mu st try to bu ild tru st.”

W ASHIN GTO N (A P ) - The 
slowdown in the nation’s econo­ 
my seems finally to be cooling 
the rate of inflation, the latest 
government figures show. 
Although most prices contin­ 
ue to rise, there is a definite 
easing in the rate of price in­ 
creases 
for 
industrial 
com ­ 
modities 
and 
non-food 
con­ 
sumer items. And some other 
prices actually show signs of 
declining. 
However, public perception of 
this 
phenomenon 
may 
be 
blurred somewhat by a de­ 
crease in the individual’s real 
spending power. 
The government’s Consumer 
Price Index released Thursday 
showed that prices of non-food 
consumer goods increased six- 
tenths of one per cent in Octo­ 
ber, the second consecutive 
monthly slowdown in the rate 
of rise and the lowest increase 
since last December. 
There were actual declines 
during the month — on a sea­ 
sonally adjusted basis —■ in 
prices of women’s and g irl’s 
apparel and in gasoline and 
motor oil. 
The Wholesale Price Index 
last week showed a 1.1 per cent 
increase in wholesale prices of 
industrial commodities during 
October, which was less than 
half the rate of increase during 
most 
of

months. 
All this does not mean a gen­ 
eral decline in prices is around 
the corner, but

Economists say future increases 
will be smaller and less painful 
to consumers. 
One economist with the Presi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic Ad 
visers also cautioned Thursday 
that the rate of increase could 
pick up again in months ahead. 
But there was general agree 
ment the size of price rises will 
be down.

the adverse economic impact of 
the coal strike. 
In addition, food prices have 
shown little slowdown and are 
unlikely to because of poor 
crops. The increase in food 
prices during October was 1.3 
per cent. 
The overall increase in Octo­ 
ber consumer prices, including 
both food and non food items, 
was nine-tenths of one per cent, 
down from 1.2 per cent in Sep­ 
tember and 1.3 per cent in Au­ 
gust. 
Simply put. the 
economic 
slowdown is working to restrain 
inflation because people are 
buying less, either because they 
can’t afford to or because they 
are discouraged by the already 
high prices 
The overall increase in the 
cost of living during the first 10 
months of this year is 10.6 per 
cent compared with an 8.8 per 
cent increase during all of 1973.

earnings — which are earnings 
after taxes and after com ­ 
pensating for inflation — were 
down three-tenths of one per 
cent in October, and 4.9 per 
cent in the past year.

Interior walls are carpeted, 
papered or painted and carpet­ 
ing also insulates the ceilings. 
In place of a central chimney 
there are Pyrex glass tubes 
that allow fireside sitters to 
watch the smoke curl upward 
"The only thing is, I don’t think 
Santa will be able to get down 
it this Christmas,” Legat said.

$fofe Senate okays tax break for elderly 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
The Illinois Senate has passed 
a tax relief program for the el­ 
derly despite warnings by some 
legislators that it may contrib­ 
u te to a fu tu re tax increase. 
The m easu re, approv ed 43 to 
3 Friday , wou ld benefit elderly 
homeowners and renters who 
hav e an annu al hou sehold in­ 
come of $10,000 or less. 
The program now goes back 
to the Hou se, which approv ed it 
once before, for a v ote on Sen­ 
ate alterations. 
Both hou ses adjou rned F ri­ 
day u ntil Dec. 4. Before the 
lawm ak ers headed hom e: 
—The Senate u pheld a Walk ­ 
er v eto of a bill to requ ire a 
stu dy of the economic impact 
of all ex isting and fu tu re env i­ 
ronmental laws. 
—The Hou se and Senate u p­ 
held v etoes that redu ced pay 
raises passed by the legislatu re 
for state police and for employ ­ 
es at the Univ ersity of Illinois 
and the fiv e schools u nder the 
Board of Gov ernors. 
—The Hou se approv ed and 
sent to to the gov enor a bill to 
raise the minimu m salary that 


mu st be paid to cou nty officials 
su ch as coroner, sheriff, clerk , 
recorder and au ditor. 
Walk er has refu sed to say 
whether he will approv e the tax 
relief grants, the estim ated cost 
of which v aries from $38 m il­ 
lion to $46 million. He said he 
has not determined whether the 
state can afford it. 
Both hou ses of the legislatu re 
are ov erriding v etoes Walk er 
said were needed to hold the 
line on spending. 
"Instead of giv ing tax break s 
to senior citizens, y ou will be 
giv ing them a tax increase,” 
said Sen. John J. Nimrod, R- 
Sk ok ie, who cast one of the 
three negativ e v otes. 
One part of the plan wou ld 
prov ide an estim ated 20 per 
cent increase in the grants giv ­ 
en to renters u nder the so- 
called circu it break er tax relief 
program for the elderly . 
The other part, a cash grant 
plan back ed by Lt. Gov . Neil 
Hartigan, wou ld prov ide v ar­ 
y ing amou nts, for ex ample, $40 
for those with a hou sehold in­ 
come of $1,000, $75 for those 
with an income of $5 ,000, and 


$90 for those with an income of 
$9,000. 
A motion to ov erride the v eto 
of the env ironmental economic 
impact bill receiv ed 27 of the 36 
v otes needed. 
The opponents contended that 
su ch economic impact ev al­ 
u ations had already been com 
pleted when the env ironmental 
laws were passed. The also 
said an ov erride of W alk er’s 
v eto might place ex isting env i­ 
ronmental laws in limbo and 
jeopardize the receipt of feder­ 
al anti-pollu tion fu nds. 
The Senate m u stered only 26 
v otes of the 30 needed to re­ 
store a $l00^a-month pay raise 
for some 1,700 Illinois state po­ 
lice officers. Walk er had re ­ 
du ced the raise to $5 0 a month 
At the sam e time, the Hou se 
su stained W alk er’s cu t from 8 
per cent to 5 per cent in a cost 
of liv ing pay increase for Uni­ 
v ersity of Illinois and Board of 
Gov ernors u niv ersities employ ­ 
es. 
Similar cu ts were made by 
Walk er in pay hik es passed for 
employ es of other state u niv er­ 
sities, bu t those m easu res were 


not considered Friday . 
Also deferred was action by 
the Senate on bills to raise the 
salaries of legislators, ju dges 
and Walk er cabinet m em bers. 
Sponsors had said they wou ld 
call the bills for a v ote this 
week .

Percy of Illinois. 
The su rv ey , P ercy said, 
m easu red v ote rs’ attitu d es 
toward pu blic officials and su ch 
issu es as inflation, crim e and 
integrity in gov ernment, and 
were collected on Nov . 6, the 
day after the election. 
Of the 1,05 1 v oters who re ­ 
sponded to the post election 
qu estionair, 5 4 per cent indicat­ 
ed they were concerned most 
abou t the nation’s economic 
condition. The remaining 47 per 
cent indicated the following is­ 
su es as their m ajor concerns : 
Honesty and Integrity in Gov ­ 
ernm ent, 23 per cent; Unem­ 
ploy ment, 18 per cent; Crime 
and Pu blic Safety , 4 per cent; 
Other, 2 per cent. 
"Poor economic conditions, 
combined with recent political 
ev ents, hav e eroded the pu b­ 
lic’s faith in gov ernment offi­ 
cials,” Percy said. Six ty -eight 
per cent of those who answered 
the qu estionaire v iewed politi­ 
cians u nfav orably . Six ty per 
cent were critical of all pu blic 
officials.

Inflation 30 per cent, Water 
gate 30 per cent, Cy nicism 22 
per cent, Crime 2 per cent, and 
Other 15 per cent.

A businessman irked by 
“ protest” slaughter of calves is 
raising a ca lf, hoping to prove 
it can be done profitably . 
Arnell Beckman, of surbur- 
ban Coon Rapids, fired off an 
angry letter to Orville Voeltz of 
rural 
Emerald, 
Wis., 
last 
month after Wisconsin National 
Farmer Organization 
iNFO) 
members 
slaughtered 
more 
than 600 ca lves to protest low 
livestock prices. 
Beckman, who farmed near 
Cambridge, 
Minn., 
until 
10 
y ea rs ago, said in his letter to 
the NFO member: 
“ I own a bulk oil business 
and 
filling 
station 
in 
New 
Brighton and can tell y ou I’m 
having a mighty rough struggle 
also. I have way over $100,000 
investment in trucks, bulk plant 
and station. Besides doing the 
management, I spent a lot of 
time on the truck. 
“ I work six day s a week 
from 6:30 a.m. to about 9 p.m. 
and know that I have not made 
$2 an hour for my time ...” 
“ If y ou sell me a calf, 1 will 
keep very detailed record as to 
ex act cost for feed, hay and 
bedding and will absolutely not 
go out 
and solicit any thing 
needed, but will buy it through 
market cha nnels.” 
Voeltz had offered to g ive 
away a ca lf Oct. 16 when he 
sacrificed one of his ca lves at 
the NFO slaughter at Curtiss, 
Wis. He wrote back and told 
Beckman he would give him 
the ca lf without charge. 
Voeltz showed up at Beck­ 


m a n’s front door about a week 
later, 
sa y ing , 
“ I’m 
Orville 
Voeltz, the guy who’s going to 
g ive y ou the ca lf.” 
The two men agreed that 38 » 2 
cents a pound — the price of 
live ca ttle on the day the NFO 
ca lves 
were 
slaughtered 
— 
would be Beckm a n’s “ selling 
price’’ in 18 months. The price 
was established to show Beck­ 
man how difficult it is to make 
a profit at that price. 
“Just keep track of every ­ 
thing, every cent y ou spend,” 
the 
farmer 
told 
Beckman. 
“ Don’t take no free food or 
nothing.” 
Beckman, 
still 
confident, 
asked the farmer to name his 
fa vorite 
charity . 
“ If 
there 
should happen to be a profit, 
I’ll g ive the money to the cha ri­ 


ty of y our choice.” 
“ Arnell, I know y ou’re not 
going to make m oney ,” a n­ 
swered Voeltz. “ The only thing 
y ou’re going to do is prove my 
theory . You can ex periment, 
but y ou’re not going to make 
money 
— 
not 
at 
toda y ’s 
prices.” 
Beckman fix ed up a shed last 
week as a home for the ca lf. 
He bought 50 pounds of milk re­ 
placer and was surprised that 


it cost him $16.72. And he pur­ 
chased bedding —- 50 cents for 
a bale of straw. 
Beckman drove to the Voeltz 
farm last Sunday to pick up the 
2-week old Holstein calf. He 
also checked with municipal 
authorities and was told he 
could raise one calf on his four 
a cres of land. 
The ca lf has a new home in 
the city and a new name: “ Big 
Mouth."

t The Worry Clinic 


By DR. GEORGE W. CRANE 
CASE C-40«: Cardinal jonn J . 
Carberry established a chapter 
of Serra International while he 
presided over the bishopric that 
includes the home city of Pur­ 
due University. 
“ Dr. Crane,” I was asked 
over the telephone, “ could you 
address our Serra men’s meet­ 
ing next Thursday?” 
Immediately I recognized the 
voice of Monsignor Henry F. 
Ward, who is one of the board 
members of our interfaith Sci­ 
entific Marriage Foundation. 
Monsignor Ward is a dynam­ 
ic priest who exudes charisma 
and has helped steer many 
dedicated young men into the 
priesthood. 
“ Serra,” he continued, “ is 
composed of devout laymen 
who help recruit young people 
for religious service. 
“The members thus speak at 
school convocations, stressing 
vocational careers that permit 
teen-agers to become ministers 
and dispensers of Christ’s mys­ 
teries. 
“ I ’m sure the Serra group at 
West Lafayette would enjoy 
your address entitled ‘Jesus— 
the World’s Greatest Psycholo­ 
gist’.” 
Salute to Serra 
Frank Kromm, head of the 
Hopkins Newspaper Syndicate 
that handles this “ Worry Clin­ 
ic,” drove me over to the St. 
Bernard 
Catholic 
Church, 
where we met Monsignor Ward. 
Then the three of us went to 
the Serra meeting, where sev­ 
eral of the members’ wives 
were also present. 
It was very stimulating to see 
how diligently these men try to 
encourage young men to enter 
the priesthood. 
“ Next Sunday,” said the 
president, “one of our young 
priests is to conduct his first 
Mass here in West Lafayette. 
“ Since many of his Purdue 
students will be on vacation, we 
should be sure to give him our 
support by being present. 
“ And in two weeks, another 
young priest will be ordained at 
Ft. Wayne, so we should send a 
delegation there for that event. 
“ Moreover, we have been in­ 
formed that we can address a 
high school convocation next 
week for 30 minutes on choosing 
a religious vocation. 
“ So who will volunteer to 
handle that 30-minute talk?” 
These Serra members were 
men ranging between 35 and 7( 
years of age. 


They covered the major 
trades and professions and 
were banded together in their 
common goal of trying to re­ 
cruit and sustain able leaders in 
their pulpits. 


Although I have spoken from 
1,000 pulpits of most of the Prot­ 
estant and Jewish denomina­ 
tions, I had never previously 
seen such a dedicated group of 
laymen who try to motivate and 
encourage their young clergy­ 
men. 


Serra should thus be imitated 
by all church denominations, 
for religious leadership is our 
greatest need today. 
Alas, all denominations are 
finding a reduction in enrol­ 
ments at their seminaries. 
Yet clergymen are the front­ 
line troops who try to hold at 
bay both the paganism of exter­ 
nal Communism, plus the inter­ 
nal decay in morality as seen 
by juvenile delinquency, di­ 
vorce, drug addiction and the 
anti-establishment attacks of 
internal Communism. 


The more clergymen we have 
in action, the fewer psychia­ 
trists are needed. 
And 50 times fewer divorces 
occur among couples who are 
both active together in the 
same church! 
Remember, the less divorces 
we have, the fewer children be­ 
come delinquent!

Wide range of ideas on mass transit 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 
bus propelled by passengers 
pumping on a set of pedals. 
Put commuters into capsules 
and shoot them onto passing 
trains. Cushions on top of the 
trains would soften the land­ 
ings. 
A string of electromagnets to 
propel vehicles. 
How do these ideas grab you 
as solutions to the mass transit 
problem ? 
They are among more than 
12,000 responses to a nationwide 
advertising campaign by Atlan­ 
tic Richfield Co. of Los Ange­ 
les, asking for ideas on public 
transportation. 
Some are fantastic sugges­ 
tions from children and others 
are seriously thought out pro- 


posals by business and profes­ 
sional people. 
“There is some junk,” said 
George V. Kriste, an Arco at­ 
torney who heads the team 
handling the mail. “ But the 
percentage who take it serious­ 
ly is very high—70 per cent to 
80 per cent or more. The ideas 
may be obsolete, or far-fetched, 
but most are serious.” 
Arco says it will publicize 
some ideas and pass others on 
to 
appropriate 
government 
agencies. 
A team of readers throws out 
ideas which are obviously im­ 
practical or already in use. 
Ideas that seem to have a glim­ 
mer of hope are forwarded to a 
second review board composed 
of graduate students in trans­ 


portation and urban planning. 
The ideas that survive the 
second screening go on to a 
panel of professors of urban 
planning, 
architecture 
and 
transportation. 
Not all of the ideas are new. 
Robert E. Spaulding, a retired 
architect of Mount Prospect, 
111., sent in a drawing he did in 
1930 when he was fresh out of 
college with no job. The draw­ 
ing shows rail cars traveling 
high above city streets, sus­ 
pended from guideways at­ 
tached to building facades. 
One man suggested that com­ 
muters use single-seat, wedge- 
shaped cars that could be 
rolled onto railroad flatcars 
from alternate sides and car­ 
ried downtown. 


A 
woman suggested 
that 
buses be built so the seats were 
quickly removable, turning the 
bus into a cargo delivery ve­ 
hicle when rush hour was over. 


Some letter writers are main­ 
ly interested in financing rapid 
transit. One suggestion was to 
use state lotteries to raise cash, 
while another was for the gov­ 
ernment to issue federal transit 
loans. 


A number of letters contained 
no suggestions at all. They 
were from government officials 
in California, Oregon, Arizona, 
New York and Washington, 
D.C., asking to see the ideas 
the public has come up with.
